No inconvenience resulted 
to his health, and he said he believed that if ever 
his ministry was of use, it was then. | 


When Mr. Howe was compelled by the me- 
lancholy state of the times to quit the public 
charge of his beloved congregation at Torring- 
ton, impressed with a sense of duty, he em- 
braced every opportunity of preaching the word 
of life. He and Mr. Flavel used frequently to 
conduct their secret meditations at night, at dif- 
ferent houses in the north of Devonshire.
